Insurance 
Blames Auto 
Repair Costs

skyrocketing 


auto repair costs are responsi- 
ble for a steep rise In auto pre- 
miums. 


"Two thirds of the premium 


goes for coverages on the vehi- 
cle-primarily to pay for auto 
repairs," said Andre Malson- 
plerre, a vice president of the 
American Mutual Insurance Al- 
liance. 


The other third, he said, goes 


for bodily injuries, Including le- 
gal costs and jury awards. 


"Serious 
efforts to reduce 


auto Insurance costs must nec- 
essarily be expanded and redi- 
rected to emphasize steps that 
will reduce the excessive ex- 
pense of repairing damaged ve- 
hicles, "he said. 


Maisonplerre said he hopes in- 


surance Industry research will 
encourage the U. S. Department 
of Tran:ipGrtation and the ant', 
industry 10 "take effective ac- 
tion on vehicle design." 


The insurance executive com- 


mented in testimony filed with 
the Senate subcommittee on an- 
titrust and monopoly which has 
keen kjoking Into the cost of 
auto insurance for nearly two 
years.

Emeny Truce 
Shattered, 
5 GIs Killed

SA1QON (AP) - North Viet- 


namese troops killed five Amer- 
icans and wounded three others 
with a mortar and small arms 
attack that shattered the New 
Year's truce at 4 a.m. Thurs« 
day, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced, They were the first 
U.S. battle casualties of 1970. 


The attack on a unit of the 


Amerlcal Division nine miles 
northwest of Tam Ky was one of 
52 enemy-Initiated Incidents re- 
corded by the allied commands 
at the halfway mark of their 24- 
hour ceasefire. 


Thirty of the Incidents caused 


casualties on one side or the 
other, and the U.S. Command 
said 40 of the enemy died during 
the period that began at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 


forces suspended normal com- 
bat operations for the 24-hour 
period but continued patrols and 
aerial reconnaissance that trig- 
gered several shooting Inci- 
dents,

progress. 


Humphrey 
said 
the 1960s 


yielded four major legislative 
accomplishments: Civil rights 
and voting rights laws, federal 
aid to education, and the war on 
poverty. 


Republicans seem more inter- 


ested In defusing opposition and 
pi otest than In confronting prob- 
lems which cause the dissent, 
Humphrey said, and an admin- 
istration 
"that engages in a 


r-rcxess of repair like they are 
mediates or account execu- 
tives is not what this country 
needs to meet the problems of 
the '70s." 


A top issue In the 1970s, he 


saW, wl!l be problems of pollu- 
tion anri contamination of the 
environment. "The 
leadership 


that has been given by the ad- 
mlnistiation In this field lias 
been very puny Indeed," Hum- 
phrey added. 


Humphrey also was critical of

Sees Vikings Sailing to

NEW YORK ~ (NEA) — 
First off, before I get into all 
the details and the analyses, 
I think I'd better come right 
out and say it: The Minne- 
sota Vikings will beat the 
Cleveland Browns Sunday in 
Minnesota and win the Na- 
tional F o o t b a l l L e a g u e 
championship. 


The reasons; (1) The Vi- 


kings have the best front 
four in all of pro football; 
(2) the Vikings nave momen- 
tum going for them, and (3) 
the Vikings are much more 
physical a team than the 
Cleveland Browns are. The 
Vikings punish people and 
wear them down, the Browns 
do not. 


Quickly, I'd like to expand 


on my reasoning: 


The Viking front four, led, 


of course, by Carl Eller and 
Jim Marshall, was devastat- 
ing in the victory over the 
Los A n g e l e s Rams. The 
classic matchup in Sunday's 
game against the Browns 
will be the Minnesota front 
four against the Cleveland 
offensive line, which is rated 
so highly. And for individual 
matchups, I'll be watching 
very closely how well Dick 
Schafrath of Cleveland does 
against Marshall, and how 
well the B r o w n s' Monte 
Clark handles Eller. 


As for momentum, I think 


the Vikings are convinced 
they can go all the way, and 
their comeback against the 
Rams e r a s e d any inner 
doubts that might have lin- 
gered. From a p h y s i c a l 
standpoint, no team in foot- 
ball dishes out as much pun- 
ishment as the Vikings do. 
If anything, they are capable 
of wearing the Browns down, 
then rolling over them. 


But, like that famous foot- 


ball fan in Washington says, 
I'd like to make one thing 
perfectly clear; The Browns 
will not be pushovers. 1 must 
admit that a month ago I 
wouldn't have picked Cleve- 
land for much of anything, 
but-they surprised aalpt of 
people Sunday by beating 
the Dallas Cowboys so badly. 
Obviously, they are doing 
something right. 


I'd have to describe the 


Browns as a very methodical 
team, with a standard pocket 
quarterback in Bill Nelsen, 
the classic receivers in Paul 
Warfield and Gary Collins 
and excellent team disci- 
pline, If there is one trait of 
the Cleveland team, how- 
ever, that stands out above 
all the rest, I'd say it's the 
ability to avoid mental n.is- 
takes. 


The Browns, over a 14- 


game regular season, make 


fewer m i s t a k e s than any 
other team in football. That 
is, of course, a tribute to 
B l a n t o n Collier and his 
coaching staff, but it also 
shows just how well-disci- 
plined, mentally, the Browns 
r e a l l y are. They are not 
flashy or imaginative, and 
they stick to the conven- 
tional things, but do not ex- 
pect the Browns to give any- 
thing away. They don't. 


In analyzing the game, I 


think t h e r e are two key 
areas in which the outcome 
could be decided. The Vi- 
k i n g s must cut off the 
Browns' short passing game, 
which is one of Cleveland s 
biggest assets. The Browns, 
in turn, must stop the Vi- 
kings' running game. I men- 
tion this because the Browns 
are not exactly the toughest 
team in football to run the 
ball against. 


Also, I expect some other 


things. I don't think the Vi- 
kings will risk one-on-onc 
coverage of Warfield, and I 
don't think the Vikings will 
do as much blitzing as they 
did against the Hams. The 
Vikings' front four is so good 
they don't have to blitz in 
order to get a good pass 
rush. And I think Cleveland 
will devise some kind of zone 
coverage for Gene Washing- 
ton, who, like Warfield, is 
too good to be stopped with 
a man-toman. 


The biggest contrast in the 


game will be the quarter- 
backs. They are complete 
opposites. The Vikings' Joe 
Kapp is a scrambling, un- 
conventional quarterback, 
but he wins. Nelsen of the 
Browns is strictly a pocket 
passer, a good reader of de- 
fenses and a good mixer of 
plays. The only thing these 
two seem to have in common 
is that they both want to 
play in the Super Bowl. 


Although I'm picking the 


Vikings to win, I'm not go- 
ing to venture a guess on the 
score. The game will prob- 
ably be closer than most 
people think and the Browns 
would like n o t h i n g better 
than to a v e n g e that 51-3 
-shelling the Vikings handed 
them during the regular sea- 
son. The outcome could even 
be decided by the field goal 
kickers, Fred Cox of the. Vi- 
kings and Don Cockroft of 
the Browns. 


Meanwhile, the Cowboys 


and the Rams play Saturday 
in the Playoff Bowl in Mi- 
ami. The game means noth- 
ing and the players are not 
overjoyed at the prospect of 
playing in it. If anything 
coo'd can be said about the 
name, it's this: Next year- 
there won't be one

L i e u t e n a n t K. was 
Hawaiian.

He could have remained 


in the sun With his family. 
He didn't have to come to 
Vietnam. He had been a re- 
serve officer in Kono and as 
such, free from any active 
military obligation. But he 
had a strong urge to serve. 


His motivation was simple. 
He told people he felt the 
weight of the war was being 
s h o u l d e r e d by too few 
Americans. He didn't like to 
sit on his rump while others 
sacrificed. He felt he was 
needed, wanted-i-and so he 
volunteered. •' ' 


Politics?'Lieutenant K. 
never talked about them. 
His nation was at war—and 
he felt it his duty to help 
out, 


He was assigned to help 


out in the toughest way—as 
an infantry leader, in the 
heart of the conflict. He was 
given charge of First Pla- 
toon, Bravo Company, 2/8th 
Cavalry, and sent into ac- 
tion. 


Eventually, the a c t i o n 
brought him here, to the 
southwestern portion of Viet- 
nam, near the Cambodian 
border, w h e r e for past 
months the bulk of the war's 
combat has been raging. 


The lieutenant was given 
simple orders. He was ad- 
vised that there were un- 
known numbers of enemy 
bunkers hidden in his area. 
He was told to find and de- 
stroy them. 


He was witling, ready. He 


prefered hand grenades to 
rifle fighting, ana he had the 
fragmentation missiles — at 
least 30 in all—fixed on and 
over his gear and clothing 
like

armor. 


Lieutenant K's search for 


the enemy bunkers was rel- 
atively short. He and 25 men 
of his platoon found a strand 
of blue communication!) wire 
in the scrub brush, and they 
simply followed it. carefully, 
to its source. 


Then the battle began

from a bunker complex on 
the platoon's flank It was 
instantly clear the GIs were 
outgunned and outnumbered
